SOLDIER HAD TWO REVOLVERS 


-|Quarrel Started When Woman Was 
Struck by Bartender, and Dou- 
ble Shooting Followed. 


Roy Berzee, perpetrator of the latest trag- 
edy at the old Theater Comique building, 
Sixth and Elm streets, is at large. Al Wag- 
ner, the barkeeper whe was shot by Ber- 
zee as he was making his escape after 
Killing Frank Bryant Feeley, is in a serious 
condition at the City Hospital The in- 
quest into the death of Feeley was opened 
Thursday morning. 

Berzee wore a faded gray sult of clothes 
end a stiff hat at the time of the shooting. 
He is 2 years old, has been drinking hard 


northwestern wheat fields, and when last 
seen had two revolvers. He dropped a box 
of cartridges as he ran after killing Feeley 
and shooting Wagner. He is a former sol- 
dier, and is said to be mentally unbalanced. 
Feeley was well known as the proprietor 
of Bryant's Theater at Sixth and Spruce 
streets some years ago. Later he had a 
saloon at Bighteenth and Morgan streets. 
He had had charge of the old Theater 
Comique place for about a year. 
Witnesses of the shooting say Berzee 
shot without a word. He was refused a 
drink by Wagner, while Feeley was read- 
ing a newspaper in a rear room. Berzee 
immediately step back to Feeley and 
begun to shoot. Two bullets went through 
his head, and he fell dead. 
Berzee started from the saloon, and when 
Wagner sought to intercept him he shot 
him in the right ear, the pales coming 
out at the back of the neck 
Feel and Berzee quarreled several 
hours re because Berzee struck Mabel 
Williams while they were in the saloon 
together. It is said that Berzee made 
threats age inst Feeley’s life. 
Mabel filiams, Irene Floyd, Russell 
Bleston and Charles Liljestine, who were 
in the saloon at the time of the shooting, 
were locked up to held as witnesses.

LIEUTENANTS BOOK

In the defendant's favor it was argees 
that “A Little Garrison“ is a book and not 
a pamphlet, and that it contained much 
truth concerning the narrow condition ex- 
isting in smal) garrisons and the frequent 
injustice of superior officers to their in- 
feriors and that it reflects on duelling.
